Peking Avoids Reo rganizes 
U.S. Break 
Over War 


TOKYO (AP) — Despite 
the Vietnam war, Co mmunist 
China apparently plans to 
co ntinue in 19 73 its po licy o f 
co ntacts with the United 
States 
and 
o ther 
no n- 
Co mmunist po wers. 
This is the between-the- 
lines meaning o f a lo ng, lo ng 
New Y ear’s m essage carried 
by the three mo st impo rtant 
publicatio ns in China: 
the 
Peking Peo ple’s Daily , the 
Liberatio n Army Daily and 
the theo retical o rgan, Red 
Flag. 
The way the papers put it, 
Co mmunist Chairman Mao 
Tsetung’s “ rev o lutio nary line 
in fo reign affairs” — the 
liberal appro ach begun with 
the Ping-Po ng diplo macy o f 
19 71 — will be co ntinued in 
this new y ear. 
The decisio n appears 
to 
hav e been reached while US. 
bo mbers still were striking 
massiv ely at the v itals o f 
No rth Vietnam. 
Tho ugh it co ndemned the 
bo mbing and pro mised, if it 
persisted, to giv e “ usual” all- 
o ut suppo rt and aid to the 
Vietnamese Co mmunists, the 
New Year m essage gav e no 
hint that it wo uld affect the 
im pro v em ent o f C hinese- 
American 
relatio ns 
dating 
fro m President Nix o n’s v isit 
to Peking last February . 
The 
m essage 
made 
the 
usual attack o n the “ po wer 
po litics” o f the United States 
and the So v iet Unio n, but the 
harsh wo rds were reserv ed 
fo r the Russians, described 
as guilty 
o f 
the 
heino us 
Marx ist sin o f so cial-impe- 
rialism. 
The 
m essage 
painted 
a 
black picture o f Chinese who 
hav e fallen fo r the So v iet 
h eresy , 
rev isio n ism . 
It 
named fallen Chief o f State 
Liu Shao -chi and, 
by im ­ 
plicatio n, the late Defense 
Minister Lin Piao . 
They no t o nly betray ed the 
party and the co untry and be­ 
cam e 
“ renegades 
and 
traito rs” but plo tted to in­ 
stitute a fascist dictato rship 
made up o f landlo rds, rich 
peasants, 
co unterrev o luti­ 
o naries, “ bad elem ents” and 
rightists, it said. 
Internatio nally , it said, 
they planned 
to 
jo in 
the 
Russians “ to o ppo se China, 
Co m m unism 
and 
the 
rev o lutio n.” First prio rity in 
19 73 , it said, must be the 
criticism and unmasking o f 
this So v iet-inspired line. 
The m essage said no thing 
abo ut co ntinuing tensio n o n 
the Chinese-So v iet 
bo rders 
but emphasized the need to be 
readv fo r co nflict.

1973 Pocketbook Issues 
To Be Same As In 1972

NEW YORK (AP) — What 
are the pocketbook issues 
you’ll be reading about in 
1973? The same, dear weary 
consumer, as in 1972: wages 
and prices and taxes and 
jobs. But, while the issues are 
the same, you’ll be seeing a 
different facet. 
To begin with, some of the 
nicest news this spring will be 
tax rebates, not tax demands, 
to workers who failed to 
lower their withholdings to 
adjust for lower taxes. At 
least $7 billion is expected to 
be refunded. 
In 1972, the real news about 
prices was that their growth 
rate slowed. But, in 1973, 
there’s a chance that prices 
might rise more swiftly. As 
1972 ended, momentum was 
being built; food prices espe­ 
cially were headed higher. 
The sad fact is that the 
country failed in its goal of 3 
per cent inflation by the end 
of 1972. 
In 
the past six 
months, wholesale prices 
have risen 
5.7 per 
cent; 
consumer prices, 3.6 per cent. 
An aspect of food problems 
that bears watching is what 
the big chain stores are going 
to protect 
their 
interests. 


Last year, difficult as it is to 
believe, they got into a price- 
cutting war, with The Great 
Atlantic & Pacific Tea Co. 
leading the way. 
As one supermarket execu­ 
tive put it: “ A&P is like an 
airplane in a power dive. 
They’re losing millions of 
dollars, but th ey ’re still 
cutting prices in order to 
capture more of the market. 
They can’t keep it up.” 
You’ll be reading all year 
long about wages. It’s going 
to be a very active year for 
major labor contracts — in 
c o n s tru c tio n , 
e le c tric a l 
e q u i p m e n t , 
r a i l r o a d s , 
trucking, autos and rubber 
and plastics. 
Much pressure will be put 
on labor to keep its demands 
noninflationary. Last year, 
they rose about 6 per cent. 
This year, the same is ex­ 
pected. But, if food prices 
keep rising, there could 
develop 
som e 
dram atic 
confrontations. 
With the wage versus cost- 
of-living conflict reheating, it 
seems highly unlikely that 
wage-price controls will be 
lifted. Statements pro and 
con will be issued all spring, 
but the consequences are too 
great 
to 
drop 
them 


altogether. 
In an address last week, 
Dr. Arthur Burns, Federal 
Reserve Board chairman, 
warned that, if inflation in­ 
creases in 1973, “the nation’s 
economic future may be 
adversely affected for a long 
time to come.” Watch federal 
spending, he said. 
What seems to be un­ 
derstood more in recent 
months is that the federal 
government is playing a huge 
role in inflation: 
no, not 
simply in restraining upward 
pressures with controls, but 
in creating the pressure. 
Over-spending, 
as 
ex ­ 
pressed in budget deficits of 
$71 billion over the past five 
years, 
is 
producing 
the 
pressure. The Chamber of 
Commerce of the United 
States claims that federal 
spending controls will be “the 
top issue on 
which the 
business community will 
fight in the 93rd Congress.” 
The stock market will pro­ 
duce its usual quota of news, 
it being the nature of that in­ 
stitution 
to 
promote 
discussion even when there is 
nothing to talk about. 
Where did the money go? 
Much of it went into savings 
institutions, houses, cars — 
all of which had superb years. 


Visit 
Surprise, Nixon 
Locked Out of Office 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Nixon, a surprise 
visitor to the White House on 
New Year’s Day, is said to 
have found himself locked out 
of his own Oval 
Office 
Monday morning. 
Nixon, once expected to 
spend the entire holiday wee­ 
kend at Camp David, Md., 
apparently upset security 
duty 
rosters—and 
other 
things—by returning from his 
mountaintop lodge Sunday 
night. 
Although there is evidence 
that a few aides anticipated 
the quick return from Camp 
David, one White House of­ 
ficial 
reported 
that 
when 
Nixon appeared at his Oval 
Office at 7:30 a.m. on New 
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Year’s Day he discovered, 
after futile wrestling with the 
doorknob, 
that 
routine 
security precautions were 
keeping him out of his own 
inner sanctum. 
By all accounts, it did not 
take Nixon long to find a 
White House policeman—a 
uniformed member of the 
Executive Protection Ser­ 
vice—who came up with a 
passkey. 
The chief executive, who 
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seems more apt to alter 
apparent plans the longer he 
remains in office—a point 
noted with some of his 
predecessors—gave no ex­ 
planation for his helicopter 
return to the White House on 
one of the nation’s traditional 
live-it-up holiday evenings. 
True, Mrs. Nixon had left

Southern California to take 
part in Pasadena's Rose Bowl 


Festivities where her old 
school, the University of

Control Options Limited 


A committee of the American Association 
of University Professors has sounded a 
warning that the freedom of U.S. colleges and 
university is in dancer because of a growing; 
reliance on police power in times of campus 
stress. 
The 1970 killings of students at Kent State 
University and Jackson State College were 
investigated by the committee. The two in­ 
cidents were described as “graphic exam­ 
ples” of the replacement of internal authority 
by external control. 
This is an interesting area of discussion for 
the ramifications of the problem are not 
restricted to educational circles. They are of 
import to the whole of society. 
FOR WHAT WE are talking about is the 
response to aberrant behavior of any kind. No 
institution or individual is totally safe from 
errant deeds of persons bent upon irrational 
action. 
Mankind, through the centuries, has made 
an attempt to develop a set of rules for in­ 
dividuals to follow in the common interest of 
collective security and order. We call this 
being civilized. 
In some parts of the world, this basic 
philosophy was taken further in the hopes of 
producing a more perfect society. Room was 
made in the operating pattern for dissent, for 
redress of wrongs so that mistakes could be 
corrected in an orderly fashion that respected 
individual rights. We call this freedom. 
But not everybody likes the rules or likes to 
act civilized or believes in rights for all. 
SO 
WHEN 
violent 
mobs 
form 
or 
destruction begins or human rights are 
abrogated, there is a response aimed at re­ 
establishing a normal situation. 
However imperfect the law-enforcement 


response may be, it is a legal — and 
sometimes the only available — reaction. 
Police authority is society’s answer to those 
who refuse to assume a share of the 
responsibility for the common interest as 
outlined in a code of laws regulating behavior. 
Laws and systems of government are the 
products of men and women and therefore 
can be expected to be less than perfect. 
The redeeming feature of the system which 
has evolved in the United States is its built-in 
process of change which can come about 
through the consent of the governed. 
This position doesn’t cut much ice with the 
revolutionary who is interested in ash heaps 
first and a workable society later, or those 
who have become alienated from the main­ 
stream by unemployment or lack of op­ 
portunity. 
Nonetheless, it is part of the tapestry which 
is the American dream and hope and reality. 
COLLEGE PRESIDENTS who asked for 
help in riots or mob scenes did so because 
they had no control alternative for their 
specific problem. Some tried talking and 
reasoning but this was largely a failure. 
Civilization has not yet advanced to the 
stage where force has been abandoned as an 
instrument of order. By all means the search 
for optional methods should continue. 
The deaths of students, soldiers, civilians 
and law enforcement agents are all reasons to 
pursue a goal of less violence at all levels. 
Unfortunately, those same deaths are 
evidence that an effective counterprogram 
has not yet been found. 
Anyone who merely berates the “system” 
or any of its imperfect members without 
offering a viable alternative is beating a dead 
horse. 
Medical School Decision Nears 


A tremendous amount of enlightened study 
and dedicated effort by a group of highly 
qualified people has brought the Northeastern 
Ohio medical school project to its present 
crossroads. 
Most of the laborious research, the meshing 
of the thinking of three universities into a 
workable 
team 
and 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
preliminary details have been completed. A 
comprehensive report of a survey com­ 
missioned by the consortium representing 
Kent State, Akron and Youngstown univer­ 
sities is ready for delivery to Gov. John J. 
Gilligan and members of the Ohio General 
Assembly. 


DESPITE ALL THE work that has been 
poured into the endeavor to date, in one sense 
the real battle is about to begin. A similar 
study has been undertaken in Southwestern 
Ohio under the auspices of Wright State 
University and apparently only one of the two 
proposals can win state support. 
It’s too bad such a competitive situation 
exists. The health and well-being, even the 
lives, of Ohio citizens are at stake in such a 
consideration and it is a shame one section of 
the state must find itself pitted against the 
other. 
However, neither group made the game or 
the rules so each is left to wage the fight with 
every legitimate weapon at its command. 
Everyone agrees the decision will be made in 
the arena of practical politics. Spelled out, 
that means that whichever party does the 
more effective job of convincing the governor 
and the legislature of the need, the scope of 
the cooperative effort and the available 


facilities, will be the winner. The aid of every 
responsible local governm ental official, 
numerous groups and individuals and 
especially Northeastern Ohio’s legislators in 
the General Assembly must be combined in a 
single, all-out campaign if victory is to be 
achieved. 
The over-all objective, of course, is to 
produce more “family doctors” for personal 
patient care in Northeastern Ohio. There has 
been an encouraging trend in established 
medical schools away from specialties and 
into general practice, but the movement has 
not been as far-reaching as some had hoped. 


A GREAT MANY first- and second-year 
medical students who start out with the firm 
intention of preparing to become general 
practitioners are caught up in the excitement 
of specialties as they come in contact with 
them in their tours of clinical services. 
The Northeastern Ohio medical school 
would be pointed directly at turning out 
family doctors and with that goal stated 
clearly, the percentage of graduates ac­ 
cepting that career should be high. 
At any rate, the hopes of Northeastern Ohio 
for its own medical school will hang in the 
balance in the months ahead. Any assistance 
from virtually any source will be gratefully 
received.

all four of our 
major institutions 
heavy attack—the 
under 
political 


system business, education, 
religion, the family and its 
ways. 
They argue, of course, that 
this is good, and they find it 
occurring nowhere else on 
earth with comparable force 
and speed. 
At least a few of the ap­ 
proving intellectuals believe 
the assault won’t stop until 
American institutions have > 
been radically altered, in 
some cases along Marxist 
lines. 
NO 
ONE 
CAN 
QUESTIONS that the attack 
has been going on or that it 
already has produced some 
significant change. 
Nor can anyone fairly con­ 


tend there should be no 
change since change is a law 
of life. 
It is quite possible to dis­ 
agree, however, with the no­ 
tion that the country’s institu­ 
tions are in for a truly radical 
makeover. Admittedly, the 
pace of change is faster than 
it used to be, but that’s true of 
alm ost 
everything 
these 
days. Most probably, the net 
consequence will not be 
drastic enough to win the 
intellectuals’ final applause. 
For one thing, a lot of the 
attack comes from tiny bands 
of dissenters who contrive, by 
volume of noise and other 
attention-getting tactics, to 
make their efforts seem 


larger and more significant 
than they are. 
FOR ANOTHER, 
to the 
extent larger numbers of 
Americans are involved, the 
evidence suggests that the 
assault is not bent toward 
purposeful revolution but is 
instead an exercise in frus­ 
tration, a kind of wild flailing 
away at institutions which 
seem unresponsive to popular 
needs. 
The intellectual may ask: 
What’s the difference so long 
as people’s energies are 
being expended in attacks 
which may bring down these 
structures? 
The difference is huge.

Peril to People's Right

WASHINGTON - It is a 
curious thing: Those of us 
who spend our lives in com­ 
munication are finding 
it 
tough to communicate effec­ 
tively with the public, and 
m o r e 
e s ­ 
pecially 
with 
judges, on a 
problem 
that 
seems to us 
vital. It is the 
problem of the 
investigative 
reporter 
and 
his 
confiden­ 
tial 
sources. 
We seem not 
to have 
this 
difficulty with other people's 
problems. We can translate, 
for example, the serious dan­ 
ger to our political process 
that lies in uncontrolled cam­ 
paign spending. We can m ar­ 
shal support for judicial re­ 
form, by telling the people of 
the injustice that results 
when 
courts 
are 
over 
burdened. But we cannot get 
through 
on 
the 
mounting 
threat that is beginning to im­ 
peril a free press — the threat 
of judicial intimidation of 
working reporters. 


THE PROBLEM IS this: 
At a certain level of investi­ 
gative journalism, a reporter 
is utterly dependent upon his 
ability to assure his sources 
that their identity will be kept 
in confidence. Without such 
assurance, he will not get the 


story. The sources will not 
talk. 
CBS discovered this, for 
example, 
when 
it started 
digging 
into 
a 
w elfare 
scandal in Atlanta. Producer 
Ike Kleinerman lined up a 
welfare 
mother 
who 
was 
willing to talk about cheating, 
provided her voice was dis­ 
guised and her face was not 
shown. But when she asked 
for a guarantee of protection 
— a guarantee that Kleiner­ 
man would never give her 
name to a grand jury — 
Kleinerman could not give it. 
CBS counsel advised against 
it. The woman then called the 
whole thing off, and news of 
significant public interest 
was lost. 


SUCH EXAMPLES are le­ 
gion. Newsmen across the 
country, 
at 
considerable 
personal danger, are under­ 
taking to report on the extent 
of the traffic in marijuana 
and narcotic drugs. It is a big 
story. This is news the people 
are entitled to have if they 
are to make wise 
policy 
decisions on a major social 
problem. 
But the story cannot be re­ 
ported fully. Subjects who 
might have cooperated a 
couple of years ago have 
clammed up now. They have 
read the papers, and they 
know 
that 
investigative 
reporters are being jailed or 
hard-pressured to reveal 
their sources. The process is 


known at law as “the chilling 
effect.” 
Spokesmen for the press 
sought earnestly a year ago 
to 
convince 
the 
Supreme 
Court that this condition 
constitutes a growing danger 
to press freedom. We failed. 
A 
majority of the Court 
simply did not believe us. In 
an opinion by Justice White, 
the Court dismissed our argu­ 
ments with a pat and a wave. 
Neither have we had much 
luck with the public at large. 
Individual 
newsmen and 
newspapers may be held in 
high esteem, but the press as 
a whole is not well regarded. 
The very concept of freedom 
of the press — a concept we 
see as precious — is a concept 
not wholly understood. The 
people resent special privi­ 
lege, and when they hear 
reporters asking for “shield 
laws,” they react in indigna­ 
tion. If the people have a right 
to know the news, why don’t 
they have a right to know the 
source of the news? Well, we 
say, it can’t always work that 
way. This is true; those of us 
in the business know it is 


true; but the argument has 
left judges unimpressed. 
ONE OF OUR difficulties 
may be that the press itself is 
divided in its view of par­ 
ticular cases, and in its view 
of proposed rem edies. I 
myself happen to oppose the 
shield laws proposed in Con­ 
gress. To the extent that 
these bills propose an ab­ 
solute privilege, 
they are 
certainly 
unconstitutional: 
They could result in intoler­ 
able violations of the rights of 
a defendant under the Fifth 
and Sixth Amendments. To 
the extent that the proposed 
laws are qualified, they leave 
us no better off, and probably 
worse off, than the Supreme 
Court left us in June. 
The hardest thing to get 
over, because it sounds so 
infernally noble, is that this 
truly isn’t our fight as news­ 
men. What we are struggling 
to defend, in this important 
area of investigative report­ 
ing, is the public’s right to 
know. That right is in danger ; 
and surely good judges, if 
they try, will see the danger 
as clearly as we do.

Once this balance was upset, 
the infighting for position 
would be terrible to behold 


and could result in lasting 
bitterness. 
The 
P resident’s 
men 
believe they can get around 
this congressional roadblock, 
first, by the creation of new 
and 
less 
controversial 
agencies by executive order 
(subject to congressional 
veto), and second, by setting 
up within the White House a 
series of task forces modeled 
after the National Security 
Council and the new Council 
on Economic Policy. 
The President is leaning 
heavily on these councils, or 
task forces, chaired by White 
House staffers or by men 
given an additional White 
House title. 


THE FUNCTIONING 
of 
the National Security Council 
has proved to Mr. Nixon that 
such committees can provide 
an orderly way for collecting 
and 
funneling 
ideas-, 
programs and recommended 
decisions to the President in a 
way which strains out a great 
deal of enTotion and special 
pleading. 
But Mr. Nixon would like to

THE THING TO SAY, 
then, is not that there is no 
attack upon American in­ 
stitutions, but that intellec­ 
tuals who read it as “revolu­ 
tion” are grossly misreading 
it-

Indeed, a better case could 
be made out that the United 
States was closer to revolu­ 
tionary change in the Great 
Depression, when a third of 
the work force was unem­ 
ployed. That, for sure, was a 
time of breaking bonds and 
institutional overhaul. Yet, it 
has to be remembered that in 
six years the steam was out of 
the New Deal. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt turned his mind to 
the war and it was World War 
II, 
not 
sweeping 
social 
change, which cured the 
country’s lingering IO million 
unemployed. 
No, Americans today are 
not questing after revolution. 
But they are in a unique 
situation, which makes life in 
1972 tantalizingly trouble­ 
some even as it avoids the 
dark depths of 1932. 
THE UNIQUE THING 
about American life today is 
that affluence which we were 
told would solve virtually 
everything seems to many 
millions of us like a prescrip­ 
tion for failure. 
Of course affluence is not 
yet universal. We still have 
poverty and hunger. But 
some of our “poverty” would 
be more than bearable to 
peoples in Asia, Africa and 
Latin America. And we do 
keep lifting more and more 
people out of it. 
That’s not our real dilem­ 
ma. Anybody can understand 
•failure When it is spelled “16 
million people out of work” as 
in 1933. What is not easy to 
grasp is why a rich society 
can’t collect its 
garbage, 
can’t do a thoroughly honest 
and proper job of repairing 
its homes and cars and tele­ 
vision sets, 
can’t provide 
decent health care at reason­ 
able cost, can’t keep its mu­ 
seums open as long as it did 
30 years ago, can’t prevent its 
cities from decaying even as 
it throws up showy new sky­ 
scrapers, can’t produce some 
things of sufficient quality to 
compete with the products of 
other lands, can’t get off a 
dizzying 
escalator 
that 
carries prices and wages and 
taxes to ever higher levels. 
WHAT WE HAVE 
learn­ 
ed, then, is that affluence is 
not in any full sense its own 
reward. The economists and 
sociologists forgot to tell us 
that, while it would eliminate 
“want” in its most funda­ 
mental meaning, it would 
bring with it an imposing 
array of problems peculiar to 
itself.

The issue is not that you 
d o n ’t ta k e m ed icatio n or 
anaesthesia, he emphasizes, 
but it should be used more 
selectively.

in 
the 
hospital’s book in chapters on 
diseases and conditions that 
complicate pregnancy.

South starts with eight top 
tricks and can produce the 
ninth by a successful finesse 
in a red suit. You will note 
that both finesses are off but 
this didn’t really b o t h e r 
South. 
He won the second spade 
and cashed three club tricks 
while making sure to leave 
dummy with the high club. 
Then he threw West in 
with a spade and let West 
cash the rest of his spades. 
South discarded a heart and 
diamond from his own hand 
and two hearts from dummy. 


West had to lead a red 
card and it didn’t matter 
which one. The endplay gave 
South his ninth trick. 
What was elegant about 
the play? It was that South 
did not cash the last club. 
If he had, West w o u l d 
probably *unguard the queen 
of diamonds but South would 
not know this and if South 
then threw West in, the last 
s p a d e lead w o u l d leave. 
South with just four cards.

ministration became public, 
Smith was found shot to death 
on May 30, 1923. Officially the 
death was called suicide, but 
no autopsy was performed 
and Mrs. Brast maintained 
that her former husband had 
been murdered because of 
what he knew. 
Mrs. Brast would not talk to 
reporters or historians during 
her lifetime, 
but 
testified 
before the Senate about 
numerous happenings she 
said Smith told her about.
